“It is proposed,” the President 
added, “that this increase shall be 
definitely terminated in two years 
from next July.” 

Details of the Administration’s | 
tax increase plan were given in 
Secretary Mellon’s annual report, 
which was released for publication 
today simultaneously with the 
budget message. 

The recommendation that the in- 
crease be carried into the lowest 
brackets brings the President into 
sharp conflict with the progressive 
members of Congress, who have 
maintained that the new burden 
should be laid solely upon the high 
brackets, beginning, say, with 
$100,000. Especially provocative 
of opposition in Congress is the pro- 
posal that the present personal ex- 
emptions be lowered to $1000 and 
$2500. 

Mellon’s report is covered else- 
where in this edition. 

Comments on the Deficit. 

To go back to the deficit and the 
President’s comments upon it: 

Pointing out that ,Ahe indicated 
total for the three fiscal years 
1931, 1932 and 1933 is $4,442,060,- 
000, on the basis of existing law, he 
says that this means, after allow- 
ance is made for statutory debt 
redemptions and increased cash ‘n 
the Treasury, a net increase in the 
national debt amounting te $3,- 
247,000,000. 

“Rightly or wrongly,” he con- 
tinues, “our tax syst~m is very 
largely based upon business prof- 
its, and in consequence is subject 
to great variables. 

“We cannot maintain public con- 
fidence nor stability of the Federal 
Government without undertaking 
some temporary tax increases. It 
is obviously impossible to impose a 
degree of taxation which Will bal- 
ance the budget for the current 
fiscal year. We should endeavor 
by increase of taxes and rigid cur- 
tailment of expenditures to balance 
the budget for the next fiscal year 
except to the extent of the amount 
required for statutory debt retire- 
ments. We should assure its bai-

COURT REFUSES TO CLEAR NAME 
OF MAN FREED OF MURDER 


Refuses to Change Records in Case 
of Man Who Served 
23 Years. 
By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Dec. 9.— 
Jesse Lucas, who served 23 years 
in prison for a murder to which 
another man confessed, today was 
denied a petition by the Supreme 
Court that his name as murderer 
be stricken from the Supreme 
Court’s records. Such expunging 
of records of the court, is beyond 
the power of the court, it was held. 

Judgment in the case has long 
passed, the Court said, and there 
is no power permitting the Court 
to change judgment after the term 
of court in which judgment was 
rendered, had passed. 

“Necessity for finality in deci- 
sions is deeper than relief to an 
individual,” the decision said, ex- 
plaining that such necessity is a 
“basic principle in criminal juris- 
diction.” 


ROBBERS KILL PAYROLL GUARD

Would Add 1,700,000 Payers. 

This, perhaps the most sweeping 
of the recommended changes and 
certainly the one most likely to 
provoke antagonism in Congress, 
would add, the Secretary estimates, 
some 1,700,000 persons to the tax- 
paying group. At present, Federal 
income taxes do not begin to take 
effect till the income _ reaches 
$1500 for single and $3500 for mar- 
ried persons. The $400 credit for 
each dependent would continue, 
and so also would the present 
credit allowed on earned income. 

The present normal tax rates of 
1%per cent on the first $4000 of 
net income, 3 per cent On the sec- 
ond $4000 and 5-.per cent on the 
amount above $8000 would be 
jumped respectively to 2.4 and 6 
per cent. 

Surtax rates, beginning with 1 
per cent on income between $10,.- 
000 and $14,000 would be gradu- 


ated up to 37 per cent on the 
amount between $100,000 and 
$200,000 and would reach the 


maximum of 40 per cent on the 
amount over $500,000. This is the 
1924 scale. The present maximum 
is 20 per cent on income over 
$100,000. 

It is recommended that the cor- 
poration tax of 12 per cent be in- 
creased to the 1924 level of 12% 
per cent, and that the exemption 
of $3000 now allowed domestic cor- 
porations with net incomes of less 
than $25,v00 be eliminated. 

Various Sales Taxes Urged. 

Under the heading of miscelila- 
neous taxes, Mellon urges, as fore- 
cast, various stamp and sales taxes 
of widespread incidence. These 
“nuisance taxes,” as Senator Bing- 
ham of “onnecticut, one of their 
chief advocates had called them 
would represent a return to @ sy#- 
tem much used in the 1924 law but 
repealed to a great extent, in subse- 
quent acta. Together with the low- 
ering of income tax exemptions, 
they would bring about the “broad- 
ening” of the tax structure that the 
Secretary has frequently recom- 
mended.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—It was a 
stiff, hard fight of accurately 
drawn inferences, accurate bidding 
in a number of cases, beauti- 
ful play, that marked the second 
night of the match between my 
husband and myself, as representa- 
tives of the approach-forcing sys- 
tem of contract bridge, and Sidney 
S. Lenz and Oswald Jacoby as pro- 
ponents of the official system of 
bidding. 

In all we played seven rubbers 
last night, and of these four were 
won by our opponents and three 
by us. The net difference in score 
on the seven rubbers was 360 
points. This, added to the lead al- 
ready held by our adversaries, 
gave them a net lead of 2075 
points. There are still 140 rubbers 
to be played before the challenge 
match will be completed. 

The play demonstrated what I 
have heretofore stated, that our 
chances of success rest wholly upon 
what we call a superior bidding 
system, for both Lenz and Jacoby 
played accurately throughout and 
brilliantly when the opportunity of- 
fered. 

Most Interesting Hand of Evening. 
One of the most interesting hands 
of the evening was the second and 
final hand of the next to the last 
rubber. 

It was interesting from the bid- 
ding standpoint because of the fact 
that we reached the high contract 
of five clubs in the teeth of an 
opening bid of one no trump by 
Jacoby in the South. It was inter- 
esting from the playing standpoint, 
because of the presence of four 
spades in my hand and the unusual 
distribution of the spade suit. Ja- 
coby’s opening lead of the ace of 
spades made necessary the loss of 
a trump trick and so the hand, 
although not particularly difficult, 
presented an opportunity for accu- 
rate play. I was East and my part- 
ner got the bid.

This was the final hand of 
that rubber, and my partner open- 
ed the bidding with one spade. His 
hand contained 3 honor-tricks and 
excellent distribution. Lenz passed, 
and I, sitting East, bid three 
spades. Jacoby, South, made a 
courageous bid of four clubs on a 
six-card suit and an outside ace. 
My partner then bid five clubs. 

It is perhaps incorrect to speak 
of this as a slam invitation. Rath- 
er, the message to me was a Tre- 
quest to bid the slam if I had any 
values in addition to those already 
shown As a matter of fact, my 
partner’s bid of five clubs was a 
distinct warning to me not to at- 
tempt the slam. His bid of five 
clubs could show only one thing at 
this time and that was a_ void in 
the suit, thus we were faced 
with duplication of values and s0 
I bid five spades and Ely heeded 
my warning and did not attempt 
the slam.

|Herington said, is not just a re- 
‘pair shop for teeth, but a scien- 
i tific laboratory dealing with many 
| physical disorders. “The medical 
profession,” he said, “now admits 
that more than §0 per cent of all 
‘infections enter the human body 
through the mouth and nose, and 
the dental profession is being 
placed in the front ranks of pub- 
lic health. 

“If the profession would “egin 
to analyze its knowledge "and ap- 
| ply it to preventive measures along 
|} with corrective measures it could 
|do more to reduce the prevalence 
of communicable diseases by im- 
proving the resistance of patients 
than any other agency.”

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ECONOMIST SAYS RAIL PLIGHT 
IS NOT DUE TO COMPETITION 


The plight of the railroads was 
discussed by William J. Cunning- 
ham, professor of transportation of 


the Harvard Graduate School of 
Business Adminsitration, in an ad- 
dress Monday night before the St. 
Louis Alumni Club of the Harvard 
business school at Hotel Chase. 

The speaker said the weakness 
of railroad securities should not be 
attributed to competitive forms of 
transportation. 

“Only two .years ago,” Cunning- 
ham said, “‘the railroads were in a 
prosperous condition. Their freight 
traffic, their gross earnings and 
their net earnings were greater 
than ever before; and they were 
able to pay charges, reasonable 
dividends and plow back a substan- 
tial surplus into the property. In 
that year the railroads were sub- 
jected to the same forms of com- 
petition as in 1931. The motor 
truck, the motor coach, the air- 
plane, the pipe line, the power 
transmission line and the inland 
waterways were all active. Yet the 
railroads were prosperous.” 

It was his view that the low 
earnings of: railpoads are only 
temporary and will recover when 
general business improves. They 
are quick to feel the effect of rising 
trade, he said.

among adults diseased teeth may 
cause many ailments. 


Pulling Not Always Best. 


Dr. William L. Shearer of the 
University of Nebraska, School of 
Medicine, also spoke of the rela- 
tionship of infected teeth to general 
disease. The acutely abscessed 
tooth which drives one to the den- 
cist is not the dangerous one, he 
said, but the tooth long dead, so 
that the nerve is no longer esnsi- 
tive. 

“Simply pulling tke teeth does 
not remove the disease,’ he said 
“In fact many patients are made 
worse by having teeth pulled. We 
must open up the gums and clean 
out ail diseased bone.’ This pro- 
ecdure, he said, is especially help- 
ful in patients of middle age or 
beyond, with lessened recuperative 
rowers who suffer from diseases 
of the joints, kidneys, heart, ulcers 
of the stomach and high blood 
pressure caused by infected teeth. 


Care of Children’s Teeth. 


The importance of care of chil- 
dren’s teeth was discussed by Dr. 
George-E. Morgan of Marquette 
University. “Teeth are in the 
mouth,” he said, “to grind food 
so that it will be finely chopped 
and thoroughly mixed with saliva 
ready for digestion. Hard, tough 
foods help to teach the child ito 
chew. Foods that exercise the 
teeth and gums also clense the 
teeth. The fibres of vegetables and 
fruits scrub the teeth and help to 
keep them clean. 

“The mouth is the gateway to 
the child’s body and childhood is 
the greatest age of prevention. 
During the formative years the 
foundation for health is laid and 
it is during these years that every 
child needs intelligent care of his 
teeth.”

Maryland Company, How 
ever, Demands Back $77,- 
000 of $125,000 Paid 


Following Robbery. 


The Grand National Bank con- 
tends the Fidelity and Deposit Co. 
of Maryland should pay $20,000 of 
the $140,000 reward paid by the 
bank to the late Joseph L. Lemon 
for return of $822,000 bonds, stolen 
in the $956,000 safe deposit robbery 
of May 25, 1930. 

The Fidelity and Deposit Co. 
holds that it should not pay $20,- 
000, or any other part of the re- 
ward, which was disbursed to 
Lemon through Emmett M. Myers, 
resident vice president of Fidelity 
and Deposit Co. 

This item of $20,000 is one of 
three items on which the bank and 
surety company differ, in comput- 
ing how much the bank should re- 
fund to the surety company of the 
$125,000 payment made by the 
surety company to the bank after 
the robbery. 

Bank Cuts Claim to $14,000. 

As the bank figures the matter, 
it owes the surety company a re- 
fund of $14,379.71, and has ten- 
dered that amount, which the 
surety company has refused to ac- 
cept. In its suit, filed Monday in 
Federal Court, the surety company 
places the bank’s liability to it at 
$77,944.36, and it demands that 
amount. 

Discussing the bank’s claim that 
the surety company should pay 
one-seventh of the reward, or $29,- 
000, Ed Mays, president of the 
bank, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “When we announced the 
offer of a reward for return of the 
stolen bonds, the Fidelity and De- 
posit Co., through Myers, agreed to 
pay part of it. [ told Myers that 
we did not wish to flirt with the 
underworld, and he said, “That's 
our job.’ Last January Myers 
came to us and said it would take 
$200,000 to get the bonds back. We 
talked him down to $140,000.

IN PROTEST AGAINST TAX RISE 


Crowds Carry Torches and Ban- 
ners; Speakers Urge Eco- 
nomies Be Made.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—With 
torches and banners crowds of tax- 
payers marched from three sec- 
tions of the cit.- to a mass meeting 
last night to protest against a pro- 
posed 35%-cent increase in the 
1932 municipal tax rate. 

The burden of the speeches was 
that the proposed $101,000,000 
budget, the highest in the city’s 
history, could be reduced material- 
ly by ce nomies, including reduc- 
tion of employes and salaries. 

“A higher tax rate at this time 
would be criminal,” said S. Davis 
Wilson, former Deputy City Con- 
troller, “resulting as it must in a 
tremendous increase in 1932 of tax 
delinquencies above the $19,000,-

ent year.”

KDFLNCRITICSES 
DELINQUENT TA 
PLAN OF AUDITOR 


Doubts Advisability of 
Thompson’s Proposal for 
Suits After Two Instead 
of Five Years. 


Collector Koeln of St. Louis. 
commenting on 2 statement yester 
day by State Auditor Thompson 
about tax delinquencies through- 
out Missouri, pointed to practical 
difficulties in the way of collecting 
back taxes, 

Thompson's statement was writ- 
ten to the State Committee on Tax 
and Government Reform and de- 
clared that delinquent State income 
taxes and property taxes for the 
State, schools and local govern- 
ments in the five-year period end- 
ing last March 1 amounted to $30,- 
044,845. This volume of _ delin- 
quency he attributed in large mea- 
sure to laxity in enforcement of 
the collection laws. 

In St. Louis, according to Audi- 
tor Thompson, the delinquency for 
this period was $11,294,330. How- 
ever, Collector Koeln’s figures indi- 
cate the delinquency for this peri- 
od, as of March 1, was  $9,730,- 
232.09 and for all past years, in- 
cluding this period, was only $10,- 
373,113.57. 

Thompson suggested that the law 
be changed to require suits for un- 
paid real estate taxes to be filed 
by Collectors within two years aft- 
er they fall due, instead of five 
years, and that personal property 
be taxed in the same year as as- 
sessed, like income taxes. At pres- 
ent, assessments on personal prop- 
erty and real estate are made an- 
nually as of June 1, but the bills 
are not payable for a year and a 
half, becoming delinquent after 
Dec. 31 of the following year. 

Koeln’s Criticism. 

Koeln said today it would not be 
fair to bring suit for delinquent 
real estate taxes so soon. A prop- 
erty owner, he declared, might be 
in serious financial difficulties—as 
has happened to many persons 
lately—but these might be tempo- 
rary and he could pay up during 
five years but not during two. The 
burden was serious anyway, 
when suit was brought, he added, 


because the property owner had to) 


pay, in addition to the original tax 
and a penalty of 1 per cent a 
month for the period of delin- 
quency, the court costs and the Col- 
lector’s attorney's fee. 

As a matter of fact, Koeln con- 
tinued, taxes on real estate always 
were collected eventually, even if 
suit were not brought. and the 
Collector did not always feel it 
necessary to bring suit ’ when the 
five-year period expired. Taxes 
constitute a first lien on real estate 
end when unpaid, cloud the title, 
preventing private sale. 
ords show that delinquent real es- 
tate taxes are cleaned up in time. 

The practice is to sue for delin- 
quent personal property taxes after 
about two years, Koeln explained. 
It is easy enough to get a court 
judgement, where the facts are 
clear, but then a practical obstacle 


arises. It is difficult ordinarily to 
satisfy such judgments. <A judg- 
ment on real estate constitutes 


something tangible, for the proper- 
ty can be sold, but the courts have 
held that in satisfying a personal 
property tax judgment the Sheriff 
may seize only the property which 
was taxed. The Sheriff’s dilemma 
is to determine what that property 
is. Generally Sheriffs have re- 
frained from executing such judg- 
ments for fear of making mistakes 
for which their sureties would be 
liable. 

Koeln was inclined to agree with 
the proposal to collect 
property taxes in the year of as- 
sessmment. One of the large sources 
of this tax is the automobile, and 
frequently car owners dispose of 
their machines between the time of 
assessment and the time taxes are 
due, which makes them unwilling 
to pay the taxes. 

St. Louis pays about 40 per cent 
of the property and income taxes 
of Missouri, yet less than one-third 
of the delinquency cited by Thomp- 
son is here, Koeln pointed out. 

Records in Koeln’s office show 
that the total of $10,373,113.57 of 
all delinquent taxes nere for all 
past years, as of March 1l,-was di- 
vided as follows: Real estate, $7,- 


331,683.67; personal property, $2,- 
729,018.85; State income, $312,- 
411.05. Since March 1 collections 


on this have been $3,546,258.16, 
leaving only $6,726,855.41 delin- 
quent at the present time. These 
collections were divided as follows: 
Real estate, $3,195,738: personal 
$337,115.63; income, $13,040.53. 

As of March 1 for each of the 
last five years, the total annual de- 
linquencies of the three forms of 
taxes were: For 1930 taxes, $5,523,- 
810.51; for 1929 taxes, $2,154,- 
923.95; for 1928 taxes, $1,173,- 
259.83; for 1927 taxes, $637,125.68: 
for 1926 taxes, $241,112.12. 

Thus far during the depression, 
there has not been a sufficient in- 
crease in the volume of tax delin- 
quency to embarrass governmental 
operations in St. Louis, in spite of 
some fears expressed by school and 
mniunicipal authorities. This year’s 
real estate and personal property 
tax levy is $35,916,233.14 in St. 
Louis.

William Beal, Negro, Says 
He Committed, Since 
1927, 300 Frauds, Rang- 
ing From $25 to $175. 


William Beal, 52-year-old Negro 
who has lived without work since 
1927 by declaring faisely, on an av- 
erage of six times a month, that 
he was injured in accidents, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon when 


he fell against the automobile of 
a policeman preparatory to mak- 
ing a personal injury claim. 

In a confession last night at 
Newstead Avenue Police Station 
Beal admitted having perpetrated 
about 300 fake claims and said he 
was instructed by a Negro physi- 
cian who frequently helped him 
press insurance companies and 
mercantile establishments for pay- 
ment. The physician, who denied 


Beal's charges, was arrested and 
released on bond. 

Patrolman Theodore Frerking, 
Central District, was the officer 
whowlnterfered with Beal's criminal 
career. He was off duty and in 
civilian clothes, in his own auto- 
mobile, at Kingshighway boulevard 
and McPherson avenue, when Beal 
walked into the street, brushed 
against q@ fender of Frerking's 
barely moving car, and fell to the 
street, groaning. 

Frerking took the man to City 
Hospital No. 2, where examination 
by physicians failed to show even 
a bruise. Frerking accused Beal, 
who had given an assumed name, 
of faking an accident claim and, 
when the Negro denied it, took him 
to the Newstead Avenue Station 
for questioning. There Beal con- 
fessed, furnishiig officers with a 
long list, from memory, of compa- 
nies that had paid him.

CHANCELLOR OF GERMANY 
THREATENS MARTIAL LAW 
TO SAVE ‘POWER OF PEOPLE? 


In Radio Talk, Dr. Bruening Says Government 
Will Oppose Attempts to Divide Nation 
—Drastic Economy Decree Issued. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Dec. 9.—The threat 


of martial law hung today over 
Adolf Hitler and other opposition 
forces in Germany. 

Dr. Heinrich Bruening, Chan- 
cellor, gave the warning in a radio 
address last night which followed 
signing by President von Hinden- 
burg of a drastic emergency decree 
which slashed wages, prices and 
rents. 

This morning the Communist 
newspaper, Rote Fahne, took up the 
Chancellor’s challenge, referred to 
him as a “dictator” and appealed 
to the people to cal! a general strike 
on Dec. 15. 

The emergency decrée is designed 
to end what Bruening called “the 
deflation perfod imposed upon Ger- 
many.” 

Provisions of Decree. 

Here is what Germany's emer- 
gency decree does: 

Cuts house rents and prices of 
standardized articles, coal and 
potash 10 per cent. 


Establishes a price commis- 
sioner. 


Reduces wages to the Jan. l, 
1927, level. 


Cuts salaries in the Reich, 
states and communes 9 per cent 
and wages 10 per cent. 


Lowers the interest rate on 
loans, bonds and mortgages, pub- 
lic and private, to 6 per cent 
where it was as high as 8 per 
cent, and cuts it 25 per cent to 
50 per cent where it was higher. 


Lowers the Lombard rate (in- 
terest on security loans) to 9 per 
cent from 10 per cent. 

Cuts physicians’ fees and pro- 
vides easier terms for sick in- 
surance. 

Protects landowners against 
forced auction sales by providing 
that no bid under 70 per cent of 
the property’s value need be 
accepted. 

Surrender of Firearms. 

Provides for issuance of new 
4-pfennig coins (worth 1 cent). 

Reduces some taves, but in- 
creases turnover tax to 2 per 
cent. 

Imposes compensatory taxes on 
imports. 

Strengthens measures against 
flight of capital by providing for 
various degrees of confiscation. 

Forbids wearing of political 
uniforms of any kind except in 
homes. 

Empowers state authorities to 
demand surrender of all fire- 
arms. 

Limits traffic in blackjacks 
and similar weapons. 

Forbids all political meetings 
and outdoor demonstrations until 
Jan. 2, 1932. 

Threatens with three months’ 
imprisonment all who defame 
public officials. 

Warning to Agitators. 
“There is no other authority in 
this country save that prescribed 
by the Constitution,” the Chancel- 

lor said in his radio address. 
‘The Government must not and 
wil] not hesitate to meet with iron

tolerates no authority except the 
constitutional authority. 

“The Reichs President and the 
Reichs Government alone are in 
control of the instruments of au- 
thority of the State. 

“These instruments will be in- 
voled with unrelenting sternness, 
if necessary, by decreeing martial 
law against all who might under- 
take in these hours.of extreme test 
of the nerves, to contravene the 
constitutional authority. 

“Senseless Civil War.” 


“While the leader of the Na- 
tional Socialists (Hitler) has em- 
phasized the legal methods and 
aims of his political intentions, yet 
in stark contrast thereto stand the 
violent asseverations of leaders 
who deem themselves no less re- 
sponsible and who urge senseless 
civil war and foreign political folly. 

“If it is asserted that on seizing 
power by legal means one intends 
them to break down legal barriers, 
then that isn’t legality, especially 
not if. at the same time, within 
the intimate circle, plans of revenge 
are formulated and discussed. 

“tt is against this that I, as @ 
responsible statesman, turn most 
sharply.” 

After asserting that, “filled with 
passionate yearning to bring Ger- 
many back to peace and freedom,” 
he took the reins of Government, 
and that he was forced to ignore 
partisan wishes; Bruening made 
this pledge: 

“T shall in. the future also op- 
pose by all constitutional means 
partisan attempts to divide the 
German people into two oppaging 


camps.”

fident the German people support 
objective earnestness. 

“I shall not attempt with prom- 
ises and illusions to deceive you 
about our real condition.” 

The Chancellor said he under- 
stood that in time of distress the 
masses are inclined to chase after 
phantoms, 

“But wishes do not constitute a 
political program,” he warned. “If 
Germany's political leadership were 
to yield to the temptation to cure 
the ills of the present by empha- 


be the end of Germany.” 

He began his 20-minute radio 
talk with a review of the world 
situation and Only in the second 
half of the speech did he accept the 
Hitler gauge of battle. 

The emergency decree, he ex- 
plained, was predicated upon. the 
world economic situation and the 
world capital market, and also was 
influenced by the unbearable bur- 
dens heaped upon Germany during 
the last decade. 

The drastic new measures also 
had their origin in “the mistakes 
we ourselves made,” Bruening said. 

Entire World Threatened. 

“Day by day the disorganization 
of the world’s economy proceeds,” 
he went on.

“For Germany,” the Chancellor 
declared, “‘the security of her cur- 
rency is paramount.” 

Carl Goerdeler, Burgomaster of 
Leipsic, was appointed Price Com- 
missioner under-emergency decree. 
He is in his early forties and is 
noted for dictatorial use of his 
powers as Mayor. 

Communist Protest. 

The Communists were the first 
to protest against the new restric- 
tive measures.. They addressed a 
demand to Reichstag President 
Loebe for convocation of the 
Reichstag Dec. 15 that they might 
press for repeal of the decree. 
They also called for reopening of 
the Reichstag that there might be 
open jiscussion of financial, busi- 
ness and forcign affairs. 

If one may judge from the press 
comment this morning, the Chan- 
cellor appears to have regained 
overnight the popularity which had 
seemed to be ~aning the last few 
days. His speech, and even the de- 
cree, won far more commendation 
than condemnation. 

There was criticism of the de- 
cree as too drastic, but as one 
newspaper pointed out, “perhaps 
the patient will survive the shock,” 
and in other «quarters there was 
approval of-the determination dis- 
closed by the Government.

FINDS SENTIMENT 
FOR PUBLIC-OWNED 
UTILITIES GROWING 


City Counselor Muench 
Tells League of Women 
Voters Failure of Regula- 


tion Is Reason. 


A change of sentiment in favor 
of public ownership and operation 
of utilities is under way, City 
Counselor Julius T. Muench said in 
an address yesterday before the 
League of Women Voters at the 
K’ gsway Hotel. 


“It is the logical sequence of 
present efforts at public regula- 


tion,” Muench said, after having de- 
scribed the costly and often futile 
procecses of statutory control over 
the rates und policies of public 
service corporations. 

“If the Public Service Acts ac- 
tually accomplished what they were 
intended to accomplish,” Muench 
said, “regulated service under them 
we'd approach public operation 


very closely, with the added advan- 
tage of the element of private gain 
as an incentive to the best service. 

“That public regulation does not 
regulate mor efficiently is due in 
large measure to the construction 
placed on a part of the commission 
acts by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, first in the celebrated 
case of Smythe versus Ames, in 
which William Jennings Bryan rep- 
resented the public, and more re- 
cently in the no less’ celebrated 
O’Fallon rate case. 


Tedious and Expensive. 
“Under the rules pronounced in 
those cases there is nothing the 

Public Service Commission can do, 
when an application for a change 
in rates is presented, but embark 
upon a tedious and tremendously 
expensive valuation hearing, to de- 
termine the present fair value of 
the utility’s property. The costs in 
ope of these cases ran far over 

$500,000, and this, of course, is 
charged back to the consumer ir 
his rates.”’ 

The successful conduct of a util- 
ity business by the public is largely 
a mater of custom and tradition, 
Muench said. He cited the St. Louis 
Here, 
he said, management by a long 
succession of men of highest cal- 
iber had set a standard that only 
“a Bold and hardy individual, in- 
deed, would attempt to violate.” 


“The chief objection usually 
made to public ownership and op- 
eration,” Muench continued, “is 


that it is extravagant aad ineffi- 
cient. One cannot, however, im- 
agine anything more wasteful than 
these valuation hearings; and even 
poor public operation could not be 
more costly to the consumer.” 

Titilities, such as waterworks, re- 
quiring relatively small personnel 
for operation, usually fare better 
under public ownership than do 
those in which large numbers of 
workers are necessary, Muench 
said. It was his opinion the ten- 
dency to build up dangerous po- 
litical machines prevails where the 
pefsonnel is large, and this, he 
thought, has caused us to “lose con- 
fidence in our ability as eopens to 
run our own affairs.’’ 


“But a change for the better is 
bound to come,’’ Muench said. “We 
will eventually develop the com- 
munity spirit and learn to think 
about our public affairs as citi- 
zens, not 2s disinterested bystand- 
ers or as subjects of some supreme 
authority over which we have no 
control. 

“And when that time comes, 
there is po reason why we should 
not take over the management of 
all utility services, just as we have 
long ago taken over the construc- 
tion and maintenance of highways, 
sewers, street lighting systems and 
other services. 

“Even if the management then 
may not be quite as efficient as 
it was in private hands, at least 
it is our own, we have no tribute 
to pay to absentee landlords, no 
lenghty battles to fight before com- 
missions and in courts, and, when 
all is said and done, would be get- 
ting the service more cheaply be 
cause of lower overheads.” 
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13 REPUBLICANS 
IN SENATE NOW 
UPPOSING MOSES 


Brookhart Joins Group of 
Independents and Four 
More Ballots on President 
Pro Tem Fail. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Repub- 


lican insurgents stood stubbornly in 
the peth of organization of the 
Senate today and again prevented 
election of a president pro tem- 
pore. 

Through four ballots they di- 
verted 13 votes to Republicans 
other than the party choice, Sena- 
tor Moses of New Hampshire. The 
Democrats voted solidly for Senator 
Pittman of Nevada. 


A majority of those voting was 
necessary to elect. 

The Farmer-Labor member, 
Shipstead of Minnesota, joined the 
independent group, and 32 Repub- 
licans supported Moses. 

Not a word of debate was ut- 
tered throughout the proceedings. 

On the first roll call today the 
vote was: Pittman (Dem.), 43; 
Moses (Rep.), 32; Jones (Rep.), 
5: Norris (Rep.), 6: La Follette 
(Rep.), 1; Capper (Rep.), 1. 

The Western Republican 
pendents spread their votes. 

Senator Brookhart of Iowa joined 
the 12 Republicans who yesterday 
opposed Moses, giving the opposi- 
tion 13. 

Pittman got 43 votes on the sec- 
ond ballot and Moses 32. There 
was no change in the lineups on 
the third ballot. The Senate ad- 
journed after four ballots. 

Independents Serve Notice. 

Republican independents had 
served notice on the party leader- 
ship that they were resolute in 
their determination not to vote for 
Moses. The independents also 
passed the word that they would 
not support Senator Pittman. Moses 
once called some of them “wild 
jackasses.” 

The determination has split the 
Senate into three groups, none of 
which could muster’ sufficient 
votes to elect, and points to a 
long series of roll calls if all sides 
hold their ground. Democrats 
said they would hold their solid 
stand behind Pittman and would 
keep the business before the Sen- 
afe until it was disposed of. Three 
ballots yesterday failed to result 
in an election, a majority of those 
voting being required. 

Want Another Leader. 

The Western independents came 
to the Senate today hoping that a 
deadlock would force Moses to 
withdraw or the regular Repub- 
licans to put up another candidate. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican’ leader, said he would 
test out the situation today and if 
no decision resulted he would be- 
gin conferences. 

J. Hamilton Lewis, new Senator 
from Illinois, was sworn in today, 
giving the Senate Democrats 45 of 
their 47 members.

BASEL, Switzerland, Dec. 9.— 
A consideration of Germany’s 4as- 
sets abroad and its foreign trade 
balance occupied today’s meeting 
of the Young plan Advisory Com- 
mittee which is considering capac- 
ity of Germany to pay reparations. 

Figures on the German econom- 
ic and financial situation present- 
ed yesterday by Dr. Carl Melchior 
are being checked.

The French committee members, 
it was reported, have presented a 
document on Germany's assets 
abroad, collected by a systematic 
survey since the Wiggin report was 
issued last August.

The Mellon tax plan is an appar- 
ent attempt of President Hoover to 
relieve this class of income tax 
payers by compelling the little 
man to pay through a sales tax.” 

Senator Harrison of Mississippi, 
ranking Democrat on the Senate 
Finance Committee, severely con- 
demned the Mellon proposal to ap- 
ply the increased income tax rates 
retroactively upon the 1931 income 
on which taxes are to be paid be- 
ginning next March 15. 

While some members of ‘his par-

Board's cus- 
tom regarding paroles, Reed may be freed after serv- 
ing 10 to 14 years of his sentence. It is even possible 
that his parole application will be heard after five or 
six years. Two additional sentences of 10 years each 
on robbery charges will have slight bearing on this, 
as all the terms run concurrently. 

The officer, William McCormack. was slain when 
Reed discovered him in the back room of the store 
while the holdup was going on. Reed asserted he 
Struck McCormack twice with his pistol as the po 
liceman sat in a chair, and the weapon was dis 
charged each time—accidentally, Reed said. His pre- 
vious and subsequent record had been bad. An 
escaped convict, he found refuge after the murder at 
the home of James McGauley, now serving a life term 
for killing a cashier in a bank holdup. Going to Ida 
ho, Reed robbed a bank, was caught and, under an 
assumed name, sent to prison, where St. Louis author- 
ities found him.

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SABATIN PONTS OUT 
ACTIONS OF HISTORY 


Novelist Shows Why Records of 
Past Should Be Read With 
Critical Intelligence. 


An odd practice of historians, 
which might be expressed in the 
theory that “falsehoods grow ven- 
erable with e,” is only one of 
many factors which make it advis- 
able to read history with both eyes 
open and all the critical faculties 
awake, Rafael Sabatini, British au- 
thor of historical romances, sug- 
gested to the Contemporary Club 
last night at Hotel Chase. 

The novelist did not lack the 
support of a historian of note. 
Prof. Roland G. Usher of Washing- 
ton University, who presided, re- 
marked: “We looked at history and 
decided we didn’t want it. So we 
got what we dit want. That's 
largely fiction. We call it history.” 

Nor did Sabatini lack : illustra- 
tions for his thesis, some not yet 
recognized in respected popular au- 
thorities, and others now well es- 
tablished by the comparatively 
modern historical device of apply- 
ing critical intelligence. 

Some Notable Examples. 

Take William Tell. He never ex- 
isted. Or Richard III, described 
for generations as ‘‘a monster in 
body and soul,” but painted and 
described by contemporaries as a 
handsome, slight man with an in- 
tellectual face. Or ‘“‘the Man in. the 
Iron Mask.” The mask was not 
even of iron. Its wearer was not a 
King’s “second twin” brother, but 
probably Count Mattioli, Mantuan 
minister who sold out a frontier 
fortress to the King of France and 
then double-crossed him, and was 
kidnaped by France in the year the 
masked man entered a French 
prison. 

Falsehood might creep into his- 


industry to search the sources, 
judgment to select them, vision to 
interpret them. But beyond all 
that, said Sabatini, a great deal of 
“history” was set down in bad 


faith. 

Malicious History.

GREENLEAF SETS 
HIGH-RUN MARK 
BEATING LAYTON 
IN CUE TOURNEY

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9—Ralph 


Greenleaf of New York, possessing 


a new tournament record, has. re- 
turned to a tie with Erwin Ru- 
dolph of Cleveland, defending 
champion, as leader of the world’s 
pocket billiard championship play. 
The fast shooting New Yorker 
clicked off a high run of 117 in 
the fifth inning of a contest against 
Johnny Layton of Sedalia, Mo., last 
night to eclipse his former mark 
of 85 for the tournament.

Prior to the contest Spencer 
Livsey of Los Angeles had defeated 
Marcel Camp of Detroit, 125 to 
105, in 15 innings; George Kelly 
of Philadelphia set down Al Miller 
of Racine, Wis., 125 to 36 in a like 
time, and Bennie Allen of Kansas 
City won over Robert Lindblom of 
Seattle, 125 to#120 in 29 innings. 
Lindblom, champion of the West 
Coast, has not won a game in the 
tournament and has been defeated 
six times.

HE Cardinal school is one of

-leaves a surplus with which 
Cardinals supply major league 
needs. 

The Rickey ‘‘school” has not 
only been the salvation of several 
minor Jeague cities and plugged 
up the Cardinals’ gaps at times, 
but it has supplied the place of 
the dying minor leagues in pro- 
ducing players for leagues’ con- 
sumption. 

Commissioner Landis may be 
opposed to the chain-store sys- 
tem, but it requires no expert 
observer to see that the Judge 
may have to “eat crow” and like 
it, if he continues to harass this 
method of meeting baseball 
needs.

Round robin schedules in tennis, 
baseball and wrestling were ordered 
discontinued by athletic directors 
and faculty representatives who 
closed their annual meeting here 
yesterday. 

A few dual meets will be held 
and the directors will determine

Football and basketball, the 


erstwhile big money makers, will 
feel the “pinch” in reduced travel- 
ing expenses and fewer officials. 

Assignment of 1932 football of- 
ficials was arranged by the direc- 
tors with the job of field judge 
notably absent. The directors will 
confer with football coaches as to 
the advisability of getting along 
with only a referee, umpire and 
linesman. 


Regardless of whether field 
judges are employed, the timing 
job in football, as well as basket- 
ball, was délegated to an electrical 
device in view of the spectators 
and operated from the sideline. 
One official instead of two will 
work each conference basketball 
game.

PETERSON AND 

RIBAS TO START 
FANCY SHOT CUE 
MATCH, FEB. 8 


By Herman Wecke. 


Charles C. Peterson will start his 
match for the world’s fancy shot 
billiard championship egainst Isi- 
dro Ribas, the Spanish star, at the 
St. Louis U. gymnasium, Feb, 8, it 
was announced this morning. In 
addition to St. Louis, matches will 
be played in Chicago, New York, 
Washington and Havana, Cuba. The 
local contests will be under the 
auspices of the War Veterans’ Wel- 
fare Association, with that organi- 
zation getting 50 per cent of the 
proceeds. 

After matches here, Feb. 8, 9 and 
10, the two players will move to 
Chicago to contest immediately 
after the close of the world title 
three-cushion tournament, sched- 
uled to open Jan. 18 next. The Chi- 
cago dates probably will be Feb. 11, 
12 and 13; New York, Feb. 15, 16, 
17; Washington, Feb. 18, 19, 20, 
and at the National Hotel of Cuba, 
in Havana, a week later. 

Points to Decide Winner. 

According to the rules of the con- 
test, 100 shots will be played in 
each city. The championship will 
be decided on the low number of 
points. If a player makes a shot 
his first try, he will receive one 
point; on his second, two; third, 
three, and fourth, four. If a play- 
er fails to count in four tries he 
wil] get five points. Of the shots, 
each player selected 50. 

Peterson has_ started _ serious 
preparation for the match. He has 
diagrams of the shots selected by 
Ribas and is anxious to get ac- 
quainted with them. After looking 
them over, Peterson said: 

“If anyone thinks Ribas does not 
know anything about billiards, he is 
badly mistaken. He has some real- 
ly hard shots in his repertoire and 
ethers which will take the fancy 
of every billiard lover.” 

Require Powerful Stroke. 

Many of the shots submitted by 
Ribas are around the table draws, 
which require a powerful stroke. 
He also has some fine force fol- 
lows, while he has at least one 
masse, which, according to Peter- 
son, is one of the hardest he has 
ever attempted. One of Ribas’ 
masses is a twice-around the table 
shot to count, while one that re- 
quires a real stroke, is an eight- 
cushion three-cushion shot to count 
in the center of the table. Accord- 
ing to Peterson, this is just about 
the limit of power to be obtained 
on any billiard stroke. 

Among his shots, Peterson has 
picked 16 masses, whereas Ribas 
has selected only eight. Peterson 
also has a force follow three-cush- 
ion, which is entirely different from 
the shots he has always attempted 
in his fancy shot exhibitions,
